Japan’s Troops 
Take Tsitsihar; 
Rout General Mah 


Tokio, Nov 18 (Apt.—The Japa­ 
nese army occupied Tsitsihar. capi­ 
tal of a northern Manchurian prov­ 
ince and within the sphere of Rus­ 
sian influence, the government was 
advised today. 
The capital is 18 miles north of 
the Chinese eastern railway, a line 
under the joint control of China and 
Soviet Russia. 
Thus the Japanese 
forces have penetrated into Russia's 
sphere and fear was expressed In 
some circles that this advance might 
bring Soviet Russia into the Man­ 
churian dispute 
To enter the capital the army 
had to cross the Clunese eastern 
railroad, driving back the Chinese 
commander. General Mah. The bat­ 
tle today was fought in sub-Arctic 
cold. The tempera!ure was well be­ 
low MTO and the troops suffered to 
some extent. 
Mah's army scattered in all di­ 
rections and there was little or no 
resistance In the latter stage of the 
battle 
The Chinese commander 
was reported to have fled northward 
with several thousand of his sol­ 
diers using trams of the Chinese 
railway. 
A dispatch said that the Japanese 
army disarmed Chinese police with­ 
in the city and issued a proclama­ 
tion insuring the safety ut the citi­ 
zens.

soviet commissar for foreign affairs, 
has protested to Tokio regarding 
Japanese army activity in the re­ 
gion of the Chinese eastern railway, 
the Russian sphere of influence in 
Manchuria, led to the belief that 
Russia would not remain aloof in 
case the league failed to stop the 
Japanese advance. 
The 
recognition 
of 
existing 
treaties is one of the five condi­ 
tions laid down* by Tokio for evac­ 
uation of Manchuria. At a private 
meeting of twelve of 
the council 
members, the Chinese and Japanese 
representatives did 
not attend, it 
was decided to ask

fine exactly what it means by the 
validity of treaties existing between 
the two governments. 
Powers’ Rights Menaced 
The council

be accomplished 
In addition to the treaty prob­ 
lem. there is 
the matter of the 
special rights of the great powers 
in China. 
Observers

China’s position might

inter­ 
preted as a move to end the priv­ 
ileges of extraterritoriality enjoyed 
by these powers. 
Ambassador Charles G. Dawes 
denied himself to interviewers, but 
the impression was gained at his 
headquarters that the Washington

regrets

worked with the league

ulti­ 
mately at 
the last session of the 
council, and tends to favor for­ 
getting all about the council’s re­ 
quest for Japan to withdraw her 
troops by a fixed date.

NOW GIVEN AID 


Society 
Does 
Away 
With 
Necessity Of Going To 
City For Treatment. 


Crippled children in rural dis­ 
tricts 
in 
Pennsylvania 
have 
no 
further fear for lack of medical a t­ 
tention. it was announced today by 
the Pennsylvania society for crip­ 
p le# children, inc., in conjunction 
with th e ’ observance 
of 
crippled 
children’s 
week. 
The 
summary 
states that it was a reality that only 
crippled children living In cities re­ 
ceived attention of experts before 
the formation of the society. Chil­ 
dren residing in rural 
districts at 
that time were practically forgot­ 
ten. 
With the formation of the society 
in recent years, rapid progress was 
made to handle the crippled chil­ 
dren in rural districts. 
The 
fact 
th at 
the 
patient 
lives, 
perhaps, 
scores of miles from a centre now 
means little to the authority 
as­ 
signed to the case. 
Prior to the 
beginning of the society, the child 
was taken to 
the 
physician 
for 
treatment. 
Now, the orthopedist is 
taken to the child to make exami­ 
nation and recommendation. Rural 
county children are no longer for­ 
gotten. They are receiving the same 
specialized care as children in the 
city. 
Orthopedic Wards 
Evidence of progress made in this 
work is the fact that the majority 
of general hospitals In the state now 
have orthopedic wards or clinics 
In some counties, diagnostic clinics 
are held. 
While in other sections, 
children arc taken to large centers 
for operations. 
There also are a 
number of schools and a few con­ 
valescent homes for the children. 
In many communities, clinics are 
held every week. 
Clinics lh other 
centers are held 
once 
a 
month, 
every six weeks, every three months. 
every six months 
and 
sometimes 
once a year. There is a small per­ 
centage of communities not holding 
clinics. 
If there are crippled children in a 
community without clinics, the state 
society will 
assist 
and 
cooperate 
with the community in making a 
survey and starting a clinic.

ONE RUM RUNNER 
GOESOVER FALLS 


Companion Captured By Bor­ 
der Patrolmen At 
v 
Niagara. 


Niagara Bialis, N. Y„ Nov. 18 (AP). 
—One rum runner was believed to 
have gone to his death over the 
American falls Thursday night when 
he leaped from his beer-laden craft 
in the Niagara river. 
His com­ 
panion was captured by immigration 
border patrolmen at the head of 
Goat island. The prisoner gave his 
name as Mike Pyzyski, 18, of this 
city. The young man who in elud­ 
ing capture is supposed to have lost 
his life was known to Pyzyski only 
as Louis. 
The head of Goat island is about 
an eighth of a mile above the cat­ 
aract. 
While rum runners have 
made it a practice to land liquor 
in the upper park for a long time, 
few have had the daring to ven­ 
ture as far down the river as the 
pair did Tuesday night. 
When Pyzyski and his companion 
landed their eighteen-foot row boat 


at the head of the island, two fed­ 
eral agents awaited them. 
Both 
boatmen ran into the river toward 
the American shore. Pyzyski turn­ 
ed back, but the other man con­ 
tinued out into the swift rapids and 
started swimming.

“Through some unfortunate over­ 
sight,” his message read, "I was not 
indicted, although equally guilty in

rights. As this seems to constitute 
criminal syndicalism, may I have 
the courtesy of an immediate in­ 
dictm ent?” 
If indicted and found guilty, he 
could be given a twenty-one-year 
prison sentence and a $10,000 fine.
